between Sheehy 
break-ins

A suspect was pursued down 
to the Merrimack river from 
Sheehy Hall after an interrupted 
break-in on Wednesday, 
February 11, at approximately 
5:09 p.m. UML Police feel the 
suspect is the same individual 
who broke into the seventh floor 
rooms of Fox Hall on October 
28, 1997. The suspect, who has 
been described as a 6-foot-tall, 
Hispanic male in his early twen¬ 
ties with dark curly hair and 
wearing a black corduroy jacket, 
was confronted by a resident 
upon leaving a suite on the sec¬ 
ond floor of Sheehy Hall. 

UML Poljce Chief Rowe 


commented on the suspect, “[the 
suspect] has the same M.O 
[modus operandi]. He always 
has a story when someone catch¬ 
es him in the act.” According to 
UMass-Lowell Police reports, a 
resident of Sheehy discovered 
the suspect coming out of his 
suite when the suspect identified 
himself as computer mogul Bill 
Gates. The resident went back 
into his suite where he discov¬ 
ered his wallet missing. 

The suspect walked away 
when the resident took chase. 
During the pursuit, the suspect 
dropped a stolen CD player val¬ 
ued at $ 150. The wallet, contain¬ 
ing under $50, was recovered 
from the suspect upon apprehen¬ 
sion. He then presented what 
appeared to the Sheehy resident 


as some kind of weapon and fled 

the scene. What type of weapon 

the suspect held could not be 
identified by the resident. 

When contacted, UML Police 


conducted a thorough search of 

the area, though by the time they 

received the call the suspect had 
been long gone. University 
Police then interviewed residents 


in Sheehy Hall where they dis¬ 
covered another resident from 
the fifth floor reporting a missing 
camera valued at $250. It is sus¬ 
pected the same individual who 
attempted to steal the wallet and 
CD player has stolen the camera. 
University police conducted a 
photo line-up with witnesses 
resulting with no positive identi¬ 
fication. 

Chief Rowe expressed great 
concern over students con¬ 
fronting suspects in an illegal act. 
He strongly encourages students 
to contact the UML Police at 
extension 2911 if such a situation 
ever presents itself. 
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Double tragedy: Professors Frank and 
Mary Walsh found dead in their home

Flags around the university 
were hanging at half-mast 
February 6, due to the tragic 
deaths of two UMass professors. 

Francis Walsh, 63, a history 
professor and Mary Walsh, 58, a 
psychology professor, were 
found dead in their bedroom by 
Arlington Police with the help of 
Nick Minion, a colleague and 
neighbor. 

According to Minton, a pro¬ 
fessor of political science at 
UMass, he was asked by the his¬ 
tory department to visit the 
Walsh’s home to discover why 
Mr. Walsh had not been present 
at his classes for the past week. 

Upon arrival, Professor 
Minton found that the trash 
appeared to be recently taken 
out, however, there were several 
issues of the Boston Globe at the 
front door. He proceeded to look 
into the house but did not notice 
anything out of the ordinary. The 
condition of the house gave 
Minton confidence that nothing 
unusual had occurred, therefore 
leaving the house. He returned

the next morning to find that the 
trash cans were in the same spot 
and there appeared to be another 
newspaper. “This wasn’t like 
Frank,” said Minton, “ he was 
always well organized, hardly 
forgetting a thing.” 

Minton decided to call the 
police and describe the circum¬ 
stances. They arrived at the scene 
and immediately began looking 
for signs of possible criminal 
activity, but did not locate any. 
The police did not feel they had 
enough evidence to force 
entrance so they called the fire 
department. They brought a lad¬ 
der to extend to the second floor 
window where the bedroom was 
located, and discovered the two 
bodies. The cause of death has 
been left undetermined. 
However, Minton said that a car 
in the garage below their bed¬ 
room was left on overnight. 
Therefore, carbon monoxide 
may of been the cause of their 
death. 

Professors Frank and Mary 
Walsh served the university 
faithfully. Mrs. Walsh taught in 
the psychology department for 
approximately 20 years. She had 
interests in woman studies which 
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is evident in the several books 
she had written including, 
“Doctors Wanted: No Women 
Need Apply: Sexual Barriers in 
the Medical Profession,” and 
“The Psychology of Women: 
Ongoing Debates.” Her long 
time commitment earned her 
admiration from her numerous 
students and colleagues. “She 
was a well respected professor,” 
said Minton 

Frank Walsh had taught at the 
university for approximately 36 
years. He served as the Dean of 
Social Studies and then began his 
long time career as a history pro¬ 
fessor. He, too, was respected by 
colleagues and students. John 
Winkler, a history major and stu¬ 
dent of Walsh’s said, “he was an 
awesome guy who knew history 
incredibly well. He had a great 
heart— we’re going to miss 
him.” Minton also commented, 
“his classes were always maxed 
out and they were early classes.” 
Mr. Walsh was the author of a 
book titled “Sin and Censorship, 
the Catholic Church and the 
Motion Picture Industry.”

1998 finds the UMass Lowell 
Marching Band filled with sad¬ 
ness and expectation. It says 
farewell to Justin Mitnik, a field 
conductor of high caliber. Justin 
passes on his duties to Brendan 
LaFlamme after a heart-stopping, 
crowd pleasing season. Being 
field conductor is not a job one 
just gets “picked” for. It does 
have requirements. You must 
have talent, dedication and perse¬ 
verance. Besides these require¬ 
ments, one must go though an 
intensive interview process and 
then be elected by one’s peers. 

Brendan LaFlamme is a 21- 
year-old junior majoring in crim¬ 
inal justice. He has been involved 
with music since the age of thir¬ 
teen. During these past eight 
years he has been a constant fix¬ 
ture in the marching scene. 
Brendan first joined the marching 
band because he enjoyed music 
so much. This offered another 
way for him to perform. I was 
able to catch up with him and ask 
him a few questions. 

Why do you think you were 
elected the new field conductor 
for Lowell? 

“I do my best to have my act 
together when it comes to getting 
what needs to be done-done. I 
show up for every rehearsal, I 
feel that I work well with others.” 

Do you feel that your past experi¬ 
ence as drum major helped in

“For me to stay on top of 
things on and off the field. To 
make sure everyone knows 
where we’re at visually. That 
we’re all on the same page musi¬ 
cally and to keep the tempo.” 
What is a typical season like? 

“The season will start a few 
weeks before school for a five 
day band camp. In that time we 
will try to learn as much of the 
show as possible. Once school 
begins the practice time will be 
cut to a few hours a night for 
three days a week. We will per¬ 
form at football games, parades, 
university parades, high school 
marching band shows (exhibition 
status) we get invited as guest 
performers to four state champi¬ 
onship final shows: MICA, 
NESBA, EMBA, Maine State 
Final Championships. We per¬ 
form in front of thousands of 
people and some are televised. In 
between all that there are a lot of 
fun times and close friends are 
made.” 

How demanding can it be to be in 
the marching band? 

“We’ve had a successful 
marching band program that has 
gotten better with every year. 
Because of that the expectations 
of the students in the program 
itself are very high. The music is 
of the highest caliber and written 
especially for the ensemble. The 
rehearsal schedule is three nights 
a week. And in the past season 
we performed in over twenty-five 
events in two months. When you 
consider all of this it can be very 
demanding physically because 


thing that changes a person for¬ 
ever? 

“Definitely. If you do not 
come out of this with a better 
sense of self-esteem and with 
more confidence then you’ve 
missed something. The least you 
will come out of it with friend¬ 
ships that last forever.” 

Why do you think the music pro¬ 
gram at UMass Lowell is so 
good? 

“The Lowell music program is 
filled with seriously talented peo¬ 
ple. You can find many of these 
people in marching band itself. 
They are doing what they love 
and striving to do well at all. So 
their dedication flows over into 
the band. At the same time you 
have people who have never 
marched or played before. So 
they’re striving to do well 
because there are those around 
them trying to help them as much 
as possible and to make it as fun 
as they can. Then you add in the 
staff. Which has some of the 
most talented people in the area. 
All this creates a music program 
like no other.” 

What do you think motivates 
someone to join the band? 

“There is usually a passion for 
music involved. It becomes like a 
family. There is a drive that push¬ 
es you to reach for that point 
where everyone hits the same 
page of music at the same time 
and sparks fly. Then they want to 
reach further, do more, and 
regain that spark, that piece of 
magic again. Some do it because

Greg Hudon, of Dracut, is cur¬ 
rently finishing a bachelor’s 
degree in environmental science 
from UMass Lowell. Hudon, a 
self-described “people person,” 
enjoys both the “freedom and 
responsibility” of police work. 

Jose Ramirez, originally from 
Florida, is a specialist in commu¬ 
nications and computers. 
According to Police Chief James 
W. Rowe, Ramirez’s knowledge, 
as well as training with the U.S. 
Marines, make him a “welcome 
addition” to the university force. 

According to Rowe, the 
process of hiring is very rigorous. 
Applicants must first pass an 
entrance level test administered 
by a professional testing service. 
The top 20 to 25 candidates are 
then given oral interviews by a 
board of representatives from 
both the university and the city of 
Lowell. Next, they undergo a 
physical screening, including 
stress tests and psychological 
testing. A thorough background 
investigation is then conducted 
on each applicant. Those chosen 
for the job who have not already 
received academy training (last¬ 
ing an average of 22 weeks) do 
so at this time. Upon graduation, 
they begin a six-month probation 
period, with evaluations at three 


and five months. 

McCune has served on both 
the Wakefield and Boston 
University police forces. He has 
also been the assistant to the 
chief of police in Chelsea and a 
criminal investigative agent with 
the U.S. Army Reserve. McCune 
believes that knowledge is power 
and has taken over 100 special¬ 
ized law enforcement courses. 
“Anything to better myself ... or 
to better help the people that I 
work for, is worthwhile,” he says. 
McCune sees the university as “a 
city within a city” and he enjoys 
meeting different people each 
day. McCune’s goal is to see the 
UMass Lowell Police 
Department become a “shining 
example to other police depart¬ 
ments around the state.” 

Steven Eramo, of Haverhill, 
holds a bachelor’s degree in 
criminal justice from UMass 
Lowell. He has been employed 
by the university for two years, 
working as a residence hall secu¬ 
rity officer, institutional security 
officer and dispatcher prior to 
entering the academy. 

Lisa Bonney, of Waltham, 
worked with both the Waltham 
and Cambridge police depart¬ 
ments before coming to UMass 
Lowell. Bonney will soon com¬ 
plete a degree in Criminal Justice 
from Northeastern University.

Rowe also cited, in the last 
year, wallets have been stolen 
from the basement of Cumnock 
Hall and the third floor of Pasteur 
Hall. 

Security Alert Bulletins have 
been posted throughout the 
University in an attempt to 
apprehend the suspect in ques¬ 


tion. “These are crimes of oppor¬ 
tunity,” said Rowe. He advises 
students to keep their doors 
locked and unpegged. Students 
are also advised against letting 
anyone into the dorm they don’t 
immediately recognize. An 
ongoing investigation is current¬ 
ly underway to catch the suspect.

HARRISONBURG, VA — The Breeze reported the Brent Simmons capital murder trial concluded 
with a mistrial on February 4. Simmons, a former JMU student charged with the shooting deaths of for¬ 
mer JMU students Ann Olson, 25, and Keith O’Connell, 23. Jurors informed the judge they were “hope¬ 
lessly deadlocked.’’ Because of the mistrial, Simmons will remain in jail until he his prosecuted again. The 
victim’s families were visibly upset upon hearing the decision. Keith O’Connell’s older brother Kevin 
screamed, “guilty!’’ after leaping toward the side of the courtroom where Simmons and his family had 
gathered. All three families were escorted from courthouse by Rockingham County Sheriff’s Deputies. 

Virginia Tech 

BLACKSBURG, VA — The Collegiate Times reports a Blacksburg woman who struck and killed a 
Virginia Tech student was acquitted of felony voluntary manslaughter February 4 because of insufficient 
evidence in the investigation. Evelyn Williams, 48, stood as Judge Ray Grubbs ruled the prosecution did 
not offer sufficient evidence to convince the court she was driving under the influence when she hit com¬ 
puter engineering major Daniel Kelly, 20. Nancy Kelly, Daniel’s mother was understandably outraged, “I 
hold the Virginia Tech police responsible for what happened. It’s inexcusable. The Tech police lost notes, 
put the wrong dates on evidence and placed mis-dated evidence into personal lockers as opposed to the 
evidence locker.’’ 

University of Virginia 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, VA — According to the Cavalier Daily , University Police arrested Dan 
Soschin, Student Council vice president for administration, on February 10 for allegedly attempting to 
obtain “money by false pretenses’’ in connection with a three-day Council retreat at the Omni hotel in 
September. Soschin was later released on a $1500 unsecured bond. Assistant Law School Prof. Barbara 
Armacost said the charge applies to those, “who, rather than stealing outright, obtain money by being dis¬ 
honest in some way.’’ Adjustments in a bill Soschin allegedly submitted in October for the Omni retreat 
added up to $3,690.42. If convicted, Soschin could face two to ten years in prison and/or a fine of up to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Columbia University 

NEW YORK — According to the Columbia Daily Spectator , a Columbia College junior was among 
16 people arrested February 5 for their alleged involvement in an illegal gambling ring investigators say 
netted 10 million dollars a year. Joseph Della Pietra, a member of the Zeta Beta Tau fraternity, was arrest¬ 
ed outside the fraternity house after a five-month investigation by the New York Police Department. 
Queens District Attorney’s office indicated Pietra was acting as a runner for the ring. According to 
Columbia College Dean of Students Roger Lehecka, University officials were not aware of the investi¬ 
gation until Friday morning upon receiving a press release from the DA’s office. No member of the fra¬ 
ternity would comment on the allegations against Della Piatra. 

University of Minnesota 

MINNEAPOLIS, MN — A UM wrestler is currently under investigation for an assault that alleging 

occurred on January 25. Jeff Schemmel, associate athletic director confirmed that at least one Gophers 
wrestler was involved in the incident. According to police reports, Kevin Fix and Stuart Schirmer were 
approached by a group of seven or eight males outside a house in Dinkytown. A verbal confrontation 
turned into an assault when both victims sustained substantial facial injuries. No one on the team has been 
charged. In a prepared statement, men’s athletic director Mark Dienhart said, “we will continue to fully 
cooperate with the proper authorities as the attempt to resolve the dramatically different versions of the 
facts surrounding this incident.’’ 

Dartmouth College 

HANOVER, NH — According to The Dartmouth , the Dean of the College, Lee Pelton, called for a 
panel on February 5 to investigate sophomore Brian de Moya’s allegations he was threatened and mis¬ 
treated by Safety and Security officers February 1. De Moya said he was later assaulted by a Hanover 
Policeman called to the scene by the Safety and Security officers. De Moya stated he sustained cuts and 
other bruises along with a serious bruise on the upper right eye socket from being thrown into a concrete 
wall by the police officer. Pelton said he requested Senior Associate Dean of the College Dan Nelson 
appoint a panel from the College community to investigate the allegations, “in order to determine what 
actually occurred.’’ 

Michigan State University 

EAST LANSING, MI — State News reported 3 MSU students were arrested at MSU President M. 
Peter McPherson’s State of the University Address February 10 after interrupting the President’s speech 
with shouts of protest, “stop the ethnocide of the Chicano race!’’ Shortly after McPherson took the podi¬ 
um to begin his speech, shouts from seven members of Movimiento Estudiantil Xicano de Aztlan, echoed 
through the hall, “Give us the Chicano studies program now, or are you afraid of an educated Chicano?’’ 
McPherson commented on demonstrations and the diverse community it elicited. He also said, “Muchas 
gracias.” offending at least one protester. Many people attending the speech felt the protest was inappro¬ 
priate. 

University of Virginia 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, VA — According to the Cavalier Daily , in a state-wide effort to curb alcohol 
abuse on college campuses, two bills have been proposed in the General Assembly, one in the House and 
one in the Senate proposing revoking in-state tuition and suspending financial aid or enrollment for stu¬ 
dents convicted of alcohol or drug offenses. Last semester public colleges in Virginia experienced four 
alcohol-related deaths, including the death of fourth-year College student Leslie Ann Baltz who, intoxi¬ 
cated, was left unattended and died in a fall during the Thanksgiving holiday. Sen. Emmett W. Hanger Jr., 
R-24th commented, “When we’ve directed so much of our resources to state colleges and universities — 
both time and monies — [underage drinking] needs to be dealt with so we don’t waste money.’’

The department of Public 
Health urges Massachusetts resi¬ 
dents to learn the latest facts 
about the effects of second-hand 
cigarette smoke on the heart. A 
recent study, published in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association, shows that non- 
smokers suffer serious damage 
to their arteries from breathing 
in second-hand smoke. 45,000 
Americans die each year from 
heart disease caused by second¬ 
hand smoke. 

The study showed that over 
just a three-year period the arter¬ 
ies of nonsmokers exposed to 
second-hand smoke thickened 
20% faster than arteries of non- 


smokers who did not have sec¬ 
ond-hand smoke exposure. This 
thickening, known as arte¬ 
riosclerosis, makes the arteries 
narrower and obstructs the blood 
flow; this dangerous condition 
can lead to heart attacks, strokes 
and kidney failure. 

“This new research takes away 
any doubt about second-hand 
smoke’s devastating effects. It 
is important for smokers and 
nonsmokers alike to know these 
facts, and to decide what is best 
for them to do in response,’’ said 
Howard K. Koh, Public Health 
Commissioner.

Response to 'Our Racist Neighbors to the North'

Being a student of the University 
of New Hampshire, I don't often 
read The Connector. This week¬ 
end, however, I was visiting 
UMass Lowell and saw a copy of 
the February 3 issue lying on the 
floor of my boyfriend's suite. I 
picked it up, expecting to see the 
usual articles. What I saw instead 
in the February 3 issue made me 
shake with anger. 

"Our Racist Neighbors to the 
North" was full of bigotry, inso¬ 
lence and hate, not in reference to 
New Hampshire, but from the 
author, Steven Morehouse. As if 
this weren't bad enough, I then 
read in The Connector that "the 
editorials represent opinions 
expressed by members of the 
Editorial Board and reflect the 
majority view of the board." 
Pathetic. 

First, New Hampshire is not " ter¬ 
rified to acknowledge what Dr. 
King did." Instead, we are coura¬ 


geous enough to be the first to 
acknowledge ail other Civil Rights 
activists—from Rosa Parks, 
Malcolm X and Medgar Evars, to 
all the unrecognized. We are not 
going to "get off [our] respective 
asses and do anything about it" 
because, although there are some 
people in the state who disap- 
' prove, many of us are proud of our 
pioneering effort to recognize all 
the activists. Dr. King deserves his 
recognition, but not at the expense 
of neglecting the others. Weren't 
their efforts worth recognizing? 
Or should they not have bothered, 
since Dr. King was the only one 
who did anything anyway, accord¬ 
ing to the rest of the country? 

As for the statements "I'm not 
going to peg everyone who lives in 
New Hampshire as a racists, just 
(simply) most of them", and "I 
can't see a state with 0.06% 
African-American population 
doing anything about 
it...because...King was an African- 
American...that atrocious to the 
eyes of a New Hampshire govern¬ 
ment"—can't Morehouse see that 
this is exactly the kind of bigotry 
that the Civil Rights movement 
was against? Are we wrong 


because we now honor more 
African-Americans? Is that what 
makes us racist? Should we honor 
just one? It seems to me that a state 
that's truly racist wouldn't want to 
honor any African-Americans at 
all. You also state that we don't do 
anything about it because we're 
comfortable with it, and "that has 
to be the most pathetic excuse to 
date." Tell me, when was the last 
time a group of people changed 
anything because they were com¬ 
fortable? Come on, try to make 
some legitimate arguments here, 
Steve, not incorrect, inappropriate 
stereotypes. 

Oh yes, you also state that New 
Hampshire is only good for "buy¬ 
ing stuff...little else." Tell that to 
those who take the foliage tours, 
who ski, camp and swim in our 
mountains and lakes, who visit 
America's Stonehenge and the 
Man in the Mountain, who visit 
our beaches, amusement parks 
and historic towns, or go to our 
Highland Games. I think the 
Editorial staff and Steven 
Morehouse owe us an apology. 
Ater all, we never condemned you 
for not celebrating Civil Rights 
Day.

“Shear Madness" is a comedy 
and interactive mystery mixed 
into one.

Born a slave in Ulster County, 
New York as Isabella 
Handenbergh, then became 
Isabella Van Wagenen, when 
purchased by a Quaker family, 
who didn’t believe in slavery; so 
she was freed. In her freedom, 
she became Sojourner Truth and 
decided that she was a pilgrim 
of God. Traveling east preach¬
